Democrats of ‘Keystone State 
Roast Roosevelt, 


Majority of Delegates Believed To 
Favor Judge Parker, but Res- 
‘olution for Instruction Was 
Voted Down on Con- 
vetition Floor.

Harrisburg, Pa., April l.-The final de- 
tails of the democratic state convention 
were arranged at a conference’ of the 
leaders tOday at state headquarters. 
Coone] James M. Guffey, of Pittsburg; 
State Chairman James K. P. Fail; of 
Ridgeway; Robert E. Wright, of Allen- 
ton, and ex-Governor R. E, Pattison, 
of Philadelphia, were selected for dele- 
gates at large to the national convention 
at St. Louis. Robert Irwin, of Wash- 
ington, and Stanley W. Davenport, of 
Wilkesbarre, were selected for presiden- 
tia) electors at large. 

It was decided that the sixty-eight na- 
tiona] delegates should not be instruct- 
ed, but that they should be bound by the 
unit rule. The leaders concede that there 
is a strong sentiment among the state 
delegates in favor of Judge Parker. 

Ex-Governor Pattison was. chosen 
chairman of the resolutions committee 
of the democratic convention, which met 
immediately after the recess. William J. 
Brinn, of Allegheny, submitted a brief 
platform prepared at the conference of 
the leaders and moved its adoption. 
Park H. Davis, of Northampton, of- 
fered the following amendment to the 
plank relating to the unit rule: 

“Resolved, That the delegates at large 
from the state of Pennsylyania to the 
national convention of the democratic 
party, to be held in the city of St. Louis 
July 6, 1904, be and the same are here- 
by instructed to use all honorable means, 
by ballot and otherwise, to secure the 
nomination of Hon. Alton B. Parker, of 
New York, for president of the United 
States.’’ 

Mr. Davis made a brief speech in 
support of his amendment, which was 
rejected by a viva‘ voce vote, after 
which the platform was adopted and the 
committee adjoumed. 

Abstract of Platform. 

After dwelling at length upon the “‘po- 
litical wrong” perpétrated by the repub- 
lican party in Pennsylvania, and an al- 
leged attempt ‘“‘to discredit and dishonor 
our supreme court’’ by making ‘the 
highest judgeship a mere prerequisite of 
a corrupt machine and a place of exile 
or reward for those who hinder or help 
its selfish purposes,” the platform con- 
tinues: 

‘Tt is obvious that since the accession 
of President Roosevelt to the presidency, 
the thoughtful sentiment of the country 
has become distrustful of his adininis- 
tration and fearful of the consequences 
of his extraordinary, erratic and auto- 
cratic assumption and exerctse of power.

It was believed at I! o'clock that the 
fire was under control, but a sudden shift 
in the wind again fanned the flames into 
a roar and clouds of sparks and burning 
brands were carried down side streets un- 
til three entire blocks were doomed. 

The firemen were making a gallant fight 
amid the falling buildings and a mass of 
tangled wires, but their efforts at mid- 
night seemed to be fruitless. 

Chief Thompson, of the fire department, 
and George Dowkes, of Montreal, were cut 
off by the flames while directing the work 
‘of firemen from a roof. ‘Thompson jump- 
ed six stories to the ground and escaped 
with a broken leg. 

A mass of tangled wires broke his fall 
near the ground. Dowkes has not beer 
seen since and it is believed he perished.

Mean- 
time Markham, another of the consptira- 
tors, had heen placed upon’ the scaffold 
and was about to bow his head to the 
ax when the sheriff was called away by 
a Seotch hireling. and the prisoner left 
to contemplate the ax for an hour. Then 
he was led away and told to prepare for 
death at the end of two hours. Grevy’s 
turn was next. He prayed half an hour 
before the block, then raised himself to - 
die—and was led away, the king sending 
word that the order of execution had 
heen changed. So forth came Cobham, 
and having made his last declaration, 
prepared to take farewel! of the world, 
when the sheriff staved the execution, 
and brought forth Markham and Grey-- 
all three thinkine that the other two 
had been executed. They were told, af 
ter having suffered the agony of all but 
death itself. that their tives would be 
spared. Raleigh's experience was simi- 
lar. That was how thev used to make 
death sentences act as ‘‘s deterrent” tn 
the zood old days. There would be danger

The Republicans and Reciprocity. 

The republican party of Massachu- 
setts, having placed itself entirely in 
the hands of Senator Lodge and one or 
two others whom he can trust, has 
been compelled to take the back track, 
so far as reciprocity §s concerned, The 
campaign in which delegates were 
chosen to the recent state convention 
was made very interesting by those re- 
publicans who are inclined to take se- 
riously the pledges that the leaders of 
their party, from Blaine to McKinley, 
have from time to time made to the 
people at large. ; 

When the convention met, one of 
the men who had been suppos- 
ing all along that the -party meant 
what it said @#@m the matter of 
reciprocity, made a very interest- 
ing speech in favor of that meas- 
ure of trade relief. “Something,” he 
said, “must be done to save the par- 
ty,” and with this declaration, and 
in the midst of applause on the part 
of the rest of the delegates, he propos- 
ed a resolution calling for immediate 
steps to secure reciprocity with Cana- 
da. His remarks were so effective 
and the response of the convention so 
hearty that Senator Lodge, represent- 
ing the administration, had to go to 
the rescue. 

Reciprocity is all very well to figure 
as a pledge in a party platform, but 
it becomes qpite another matter when 
the republicans themselves—those 
who are not in the secrets of party 
management—undertake to promote ft. 
For while the republican leaders can 
afford to make solemn promises, so 
long as these promises are confined to 
the party platforms, faith must be kept 
with the powerful interests that have 
heretofore furnished the campaign cor- 
ruption funds for the republicans, and 
who are expected to do the handsome 
thing in this campaign. 

Massachusetts republicans are clam- 
oring for reciprocity that will enable 
them to get cheap coal from Canada, 
but the republican leaders feel bound 
to protect the members of the coal 
trust—the coal barons—who have been 
so successful in evading the rulings of 
the interstate commission. Massachu- 
setts, it appears, is anxious for the 
whole scheme of reciprocity, as it was 
formulated’ during Mr. McKinley’s 
term of office, and the applause which 
greeted the orator .n the state conm- 
vention was quite natural. 

But Senator Lodge immediately in- 
terposed. He rose wiping the marble 
brow that Sargent, the portrait paint- 
er, has so happily hit off, and warned 
his hearers with a solemn frown that 
the republican convention of Massa: 
chusetts could not permit its oppo- 
nents and the opponents of the party 
to draw its platform! Dwelling on the 
horrible state of affairs that would 
ensue in this event, his feelings moved 
him to go further. He declared that 
the reciprocity resolution which had 
been so heartily applauded by the con- 
vention should not be adopted for the 
reason that it would be a “direct re- 
flection on the republican administra- 
tion!” 

And as Lodge desired it to be, so it 
was. In spite of the fact that the 
convention was well-nigh unanimous 
in behalf of reciprocity, a large major- 
ity of the members having been chos- 
en because they favored it, Lodge had 
his way, and the tariff plank adopted 
reads as if it had been invented by a 
parcel of school boys. “Tariff schedules 
are neither sacred nor immutable,” and 
“rates of duty may be altered,” unless 
the democrats, or the people without 
regard to party, are in favor of the al- 
teration. In that case it is a sacred re- 
publican duty to keep the schedules 
just as they are. 

But will some one inform us how reci- 
procity will reflect on a republican ad- 
ministration that is supposed to stand 
on a republican platform which pledges 
reciprocity? 

Charity Begins at Home. 

The Constitution had not long ago 
an extended article relating to what 
may be loosly termed the Philippine 
question. At that time it was our 
purpose to explain the views enter- 
tained by reasonable and conservative 
men with respect to the relations ex- 
isting between this republic and those 
far islands of the southern seas. 

The occupation of the Philippines is 
not now .a party question, though the 
democrats carf well afford to make a 
declaration on the subject in accord 
with the principles for which the par- 
ty stands and for which it has stood 
since the beginning of the republic. 
There are two extremes between 
which it is well for thoughtful men to 
steer. One is that the events which 
earried the authority of the republic to 
the islands are no justification for 
what has since occurred, and that to 
remain there for any purpose whatev- 
er is to commit the country to what is 
called imperialism, which, in the na- 
ture of things, is contrary to all the 
declarations which our own republic 
has made axiomatic, beginning with 
the Declaration of Independence. The 
other extreme is that, having captured 
the islands and wrested them from the 
dominion of Spain, they are to be re- 
garded as the spoils of war, to be re- 
tained in our possession permanently. 

The happy medium between these 
two extremes, is the opinion that it is 
the destiny of the republic to teach 
the principles of liberty under the law 
to all the nations with whom it comes 
in contact, and to protect from the 
rapacity of other powers all who 
come within the domain of our foster- 
ing care; that it is our duty to set 
their feet in the paths of freedom, and 
in the ways of self-government, and 
then permit them to work out their 
own destinies. : 

The subject is made of timely in- 
terest by some of the declarations 
made by Judge Taft, Mr. Roosevelt’s 
secretary of war, who is of the opin- 
ion that the time will hardly ever 
come when the Filipinos can be trust- 
ed to govern themselves. The time 


tative of Mars thinks that when it ar- 
rives, the people of the islands will 
have grown so fond of the representa- 
tives with whom they are thrown in 
contact and so enamored of our pro- 
tective care that they will prefer to 
maintain some such relation as that 
which now binds Australia and Canada 
to the mother country. In other 
words, Secretary Taft believes that 
the people of the United States will be- 
come so accustomed to the spectacle 
and the practice of maintaining depen- 
dencies and colonies that it will be 
impossible for them to give up the 
habit. al 

It is just possible, however, that af- 
ter the people have fulfilled the duties 
they are supposed to owe to the Fili- 
pinos, and begin to count up the cost 
of the experiment, they will be not 
only willing but glad to permit the in- 
habitants of the islands to shift for 
themselves. This purely on the 
score of economy. There is a depend- 
ent race on our own shores, and many 
white people besides, who stand sorely 
in need of the great sums that we 
have spent and must continue to spend 
on the Filipinos. It is too soon to be- 
grudge them the money, but we can- 
not close our eyes to the fact that 
large numbers of people at home stand 
in sore need of the uplifting hand and 
purse. 7 
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Consular Service on a Business Bases 

Evidence continually multiplies that 
the business interests of the country 
are earnestly and actively opposed to 
the evident determination of congress 
to dodge the responsibility of reform- 
ing the consular service through the 
adoption of the “merit system” in the 
appointments and conduct of that 
branch of the public service. The 
Lodge bill, which struck at the root of 
the evil, hag been robbed of its vital 
features by the designing tinkering 
and substitutions of the senate com- 
mittee on foreign relations, until in its 
altered form the “Lodge-Adams” bill 
retains nothing of the original reforms 
contemplated save the substitution of 
a salary for fees, which, without the 
full “merit system,” merely puts an 
added premium upon the old spoils 
system, 

Of course, the hand of this great 
civil service reform administration is 
behind this imposition upon American 
commercial interests abroad, and not 
even the pressure of the strongest bus- 
iness interests of the country will be 
permitted to prevail against the “prac- 
tical politicians” who find the consular 
service a rich preserve for their own 
peculiar system of party rewards. It 
is unfortunate that the friends of the 
sadly needed reform are compelled to 
make their fight at a time when the 
president of the United States is en- 
gaged in building up a machine on the 
old spoils lines for his return to office. 
Their cause might fare better in an 
“off year.” 

The export commerce of the United 
States has long languished or been but 
half developed by reason of the fact 
that the average consul representi 
American interests abroad is a m 
pap-sucking time-killer, appointed as a 
reward for partisan activity or in ful- 
fillment of a political pledge, without 
the slightest reference to his qualifi- 
cations for a foreign post. The right 
function of an American consul] is to 
act as an energetic, tactful agent of 
American commerce abroad, drumming 
for American goods or paving the 
way for the American drummer. 
The consuls of rival foreign govern- 
ments act in such a capacity, 


resulted in the United States being 
badly outsold in the foreign marketa. 
It is superfluous to say that they are 
appointed for valid personal reasons 
and not because of a third rate politi- 
cal pull. 

Recognizing that the personnel of 
our consular service must be changed 
if American manufacturers are to com- 
pete aggressively with foreign manu- 
facturers in foreign fields, and that 
the change can only be effected 
through a modification of the present 
appointive system, the national busi- 
ness league, representing al] American 
export interests, has been especially 
active in advocating the enactment in- 
to law of the reforms embraced in the 
original Lodge bill. These proposed re- 


forms are: 

1. Substitution of salaries for fees. 

2. Improved classification, or grading, 
and transfer of consular officers. 

3. Adoption of the “merit system” in 
the selection of consuls. 

4. Consuls must be familar with either 
the French, German or Spanish lan- 
guage, and possess a knowledge of the 
commercial resources of the United 
States, with reference to the possibilities 
of increasing and extending the trade of 
the United States with foreign countries 
to which they are accredited.

FOUCHT CASTE 


Alleged That Combine Provoked 
Revolution in Venezuela 


Investigation Is Going on at Caracas 
Which May Result in an Inter- 
national] Scandal—Americans 
Are Backers of the As- 
phalt Trust. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, April 49.—(Special.)—Did 
the asphalt trust of the United States 
stake the Matos revolution against the 
Castro government in Venezuela, and wil] 
the examination into that little episode, 
which“s now going on, result in an in- 
ternationa] scandal? 

These questions are being asked as the 
result of recent charges made by Presi- 
dent Castro, and of certain court pro- 
ceedings he has instituted as the result of 
those charges. 

He claims, according to recent advices 
from Caracas, that he has proof of the 
complicity of the representatives of ‘the 
asphalt trust in the uprising against his 
government which was put down ‘several 
months ago and that he can show these 
gentiemen staked General Matos. And 
acting in accordance with thiz claim, he 
ras taken steps to annul the concession 
to the Bermudez lake which was recently 
ceclared by the supreme court of Ven- 
eruela to be the property of this partic- 
ular trust. In view of the fact that in 
the past this administration has mani- 
fested a particular interest in the wel- 
fare of the asphalt trust, it is highly 
probable that the government of the Unit- 
ed States may yet become involved in 
some way in this latest phase of the 
case. 

At the time of the Matos revolution 
there were strorg suspicions that the 
révolutionisis were receiving strong and 
substantia] backing from this particular 
source, but there were no provfs to be 
had. Now, according to newspaper re- 
ports received from. Caracas, President 
Castro has declared he has proofs to show 
that such aid was given. He hag said, 
moreover, that agents of the company 
effered wbhout half a million dollars to 
him to induce him to influence the courts 
to decide in their favor, and that it was 
upon his refusal to entertain the propo- 
sition that they turned to the aid of the 
revolutionists. 

Investigation at Caracas. 

An investigation is now being conduct- 
ed at Caracas, and there is much talk 
of an international scandal] being develop- 
ed in consequence of it. President Cas- 
tro has caused suits to be begun for the 
abrogation of the concessions held by he 
asphalt trust, and if these suits are de- 
cided according to Castro’s desife, the 
recent decision of the supreme cougt of 
Venezuela in favor of the company will 
be of no value whatsoever. 

The trouble arises over the ownership 
of or concession to the asphalt lake 
kuown as Lake Bermudez. A concession 
wag first granted the New York and Ber- 
mudea Company—now a part of, or ab- 
sorbed by the trust—and subsequently 
under the change In government which 
put Cestro on top, another concession 
to the same property was granted the 
Warner and Quinlan Company, a rival 
of ‘the trust. The asphalt trust people, 
through General Francis Vinton Greene, 
the close friend of President Roosevelt, 
endeavored to induce the United States 
ecvernment to step in and insist that 
Castro recognize the validity of ‘the first 
concession. Castro showed that under the 
provisions of the concession, the issue 
was one which should be decided by the 
Venezuelan courts; the asphalt. trust 
people contended that the justice In.that 
country was a mockery; that the courts 
could be tampéred with or would be con- 
trolled by the executive. 

But they had to submit to the decision 
of the courts. About this time the Matos 
revolution, which had heen qufescent, 
tcok on new life and it began to look as if 
it were all up with <€¥stro. The revolu- 
tionists had succeeded in getting right 
up to the capital in numbers that prom- 
ised to overwhelm any force the presi- 
dent could put in the field. He had made 
the usual preparations to escape to Paris 
to join ¢he colony of South America dic- 
tators who figure so prominently among 
the boulevardiers, but determined to make 
one last stand with his mountain troops. 
The battle ground was but a few miles 
from Caracas. The government troops 
were surrounded on three sides by a much 
atronger force, and the revolutionist lead- 
ers were so confident that Castro would 
make no serious stand that they left the 
railroad open go that he might make the 
hasty retreat to the seaboard which was 
alj “hey desired. 

But that action in leaving the frall- 
road open proved the undoing of the rev- 
olutionists. They knew Castro was short 
on ammunition, and had no idea he 
could get a new supply. The battlp raged 
at conveniently long range to save the 
faces of everybody. There was a lull and 
the revolutionary generals were just get- 
ting ready to march their forces forward 
as victors, when a train of box cars 
hove in sight. These contained a good 
supply of ammunition for Castro. The 
little president jumped on one of the 
cars and began throwing out packages of 
cartridges to his men. His generals fol- 
lowed him. There was a sudden renewal 
of the fighting on the part of the govern- 
ment forces which took the revolution- 
ists by surprise, and, though greatly out- 
numbering Castro's men, they fled precip- 
itately. 

Castro Stronger Than Ever. 

This coup made Castro stronger than 
ever with his people. Men who had been 
fighting with the revolution were glad 
to flock to his standard, and he returned 
to the capital a victor in great triumpn. 

But the decision of the supreme court 
was in favor of the asphalt trust problem, 
much to his disgust. Since then, it seems, 
he has been busy investigating, and now 
it is declared by the newspapers at 
Caracus that ‘this investigation has 
shown that agents of the company had 
staked the revolution, giving Matog the 
money with which he had bought their 
arms, and that the filibuster steamer Hen 
Righ, which was the warship of the 
revolution, had been purchased by the 
agents of the company and fitted out by 
them for this purpose. It is claimed the 
steamer was fitted in England and Hol- 
land, and turned over to the revolu- 
tionists at Martinique. The newspaper 
E] Monitor, published at Caracas, de- 
clares:

The 
advisability ef selecting some men of 
ability with a view te service upon the 
platform committee has else been urged. 
It has been pointed out that the south- 
ern democracy—the great donservative 
element in the party—must be the éde- 
termining influence in making the party’s 
platform this year, and that tin order to 
secure the proper results, the southern 
members of the platform committee must 
be carefully chosen. These committee 
places should not be handed out merely 
as compliments, nor should they go—as 
they have sometimes gone—to men who 
may use them to promote their personal 
hobbies 

Leader Williams 4 Delegate. 

Southern members of the house have 
been particularly anxious to have Minor- 
ity Leader Willlams go to the convention 
with a view to this particular service. 
They not only have supreme confidence 
in his judgment, but they feel he would 
be a power in influencing the work of the 
committee as a whole. He has consented 


and will be one of Mississippi's Big Four. 
There has been much talk of his being 
either the temporary or the permanent 
chairman of the convention, but he doe-« 
not want either place. He would rather 
be on fhe platform committee, and his 
associates, for the reasons I have given, 
would rather have him ‘here, 
Fortunately, Mississippi has never 
adopted the policy of making up its list 
of delegates at large exclusive of its pub- 
lic men.

prevail. I have long been convinced that 
the Georgia plan is a mistake. It is the 
rule--though of course there are excep- 
tions—that these delegates have most in- 
fluence in national conventions which are 
headed by men whose official positions 
give them greater famillarity with na- 
tiona] questions and who are themselves 
national figures. The republicans recog- 
nize this and asa rule make up their Big 
Fours of the governor, two senators and 
some one prominent representative from 
each state. 


Not a Question of Quality. 


It isn’t a question of the quality of the 
delegation or of the ability of indivédual 
members; and it isn’t a question of the 
desire of men in high office to serve in 
this capacity. As a rul@, the governor, 
senators and representatives would very 
much rather have these places go to 
friends than to be In the attitude of tak- 
ing into themselves additiona] honors. The 
only question is that of the standing and 
influence of the state’s delegation; and 
after avery considerable experience with 
rational conventions, I am convinced in 
my opinion that the wise thing is te 
make up the Big Four of men who hold 
high official place. I know that this view 
is not shareg by the very men who, in 
Georgia, would be selected if this practice 
were followed, but that does not changs 
my own opinion. 

However, that is to digress. The fact 
that Mississippi has no such rule or prac- 
tice is responsible for the selection of 
John Sharp Williams as one of her del - 
egates at large, and it will be of immensop 
value to the party to have him upon the 
platform committee. Senator Daniel. of 
Virginia, will in all probability be either 
one of the presiding officers or a member 
of this important committee. Whether 
Senator Bailey, of Texas, goes as a dele- 
gate will depend upon his own desires, 
but the probability is he, too, will have 
a prominent part in the making of the 
platform. If the other southern states 
realize the necessity for putting the 
right sort of men on that committee, the 


chances for democratic victory thig yea 
will be very greatly increased,

Mr. Bacon expressed himself as op- 
posed to the proposed addition to the 
capitol, saying that to make such an 
addition would be little less than a sac- 
rilige. 

Mr. Teller opposed the east front ex- 
tension, but advocated the new building, 
saying thatasthe country grows demands 
upon the capitol will grow.

New York,,April 19.—(Special.)—‘Tam- 
many is going to do all in its power to 
bring about the nomination of a southern 
man for vice president. Tammany’s dele- 
gates at St. Leuia will be found advoeat- 
ing euch a nomination and exerting all 
their influence in that direction. And, 
mark my prediction, this may be taken 
@s an indication that when the auspi- 
cious time comes—probably in 1908—Tam- 


} many will be found cooperating with the 


democrats of the southern states to sée- 
cure the nomination of some available 
southerner for first place on the demo- 


cratic ticket.” 

This statement, given me today by one 
of the most prominent of the Tammany 
leaders, may be‘taken as authoritative. 
It certainly represents the views of Leaa- 
er Murphy and the men who shape the 
policy of organization. With the lights 
now before them they believe it to be 
good politics to put a southern demo- 
erat on the ticket with Judge Parker, 
whose nomination for president is con- 
sidered assured. Of course, it is recog- 
nized that the Tammany delegates will 
be in the minority of the New York dele- 
gation et St. Louis, and under the unit 
rule will cast their votes as the ma-

In discussing the rule which had been 
reported by the tommittee on rules, pro- 
viding for the consideration of the bill, 


Mr. Williams, the minority leader, de- 
clared that no republican had any idea 
that the bill would become law at this 
session. 

In opposing the rule, Mr. Moon. of 
Tennessee, declared that the bill ‘as an 
intensely wicked and partisan measure, 
which, if passed, would violate the plizht- 
ed ‘faith and honor of the United States 
to the five civilized tribes of Indlans in 
the matter of treaty obligations. 

He inquired of the republicans if they 
were going to pass the bill in violation 
of their party platform and of treaty 
obligations.

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SEARCHED FOR EIGHT 


Atlanta Man Goes to Louisville in 
Quest of Proofs of Cousin’s 
Death. 

George W. Bowly, who lIlves at 759 
Pitdmont avenue, Atlanta, is now in 
Louisville engaged in a search for his 
cousin who is believed to have been dead 
for some eight years. The absolute proof 
of the cousin’s death—his nafhe ts J. 
Wentworth Paul—is wanted in the settle- 
ment of an estate. The Paul family is 

socially prominent in Fhorida. 

The facts in the story so far as known 
are contained in the following dispatch 
from Louisville: 

Louisville, Ky., Apriy 19.—After search- 
ing for eight years for some trace of J: 
Wentworth Paul, of Tampa, Fla., the 
members of the family have about come 
to the conclusion that he committed sul- 
cide by jumping into the river at Louis- 
ville shortly after his disappearance. In 
a final effort to confirm this view George 
W. Bowly, of Atlanta, Ga., a cousin of 
the missing man, is making an Investiga- 
tion in Louisville. The spectal reason for 
this effort is an estate in which Paul has 
an interest. Proof of his death would 
enable a settlement to be made, otherwise 
it will be necessary for the court to ad- 
judge him legally dead on the record of 
his long period of effacement. 

On May 18, 1896, the body of an un- 
known man neatly dressed, but penni- 
less, was found in the river at the foot

of Fourth street. Coroner Hood held the 
body for some days in an effort to have 
it identified, after which it was buried. 
Pullman tickets found in ‘the man’s 
pockets read from Waycross, Ga., to 
Louisville, and it was this, together with 
a published description of the man, that 
led to the investigation. Mr. Paul for 
several years held an important position 
in the collector’s office at Savannah, Ga.

Japanese Now In Completa 
Controil of — King- 
dom 


Armies of Mikado Advancing in Two 
Divisions—Lines of Supply Be- 
ing Carefully Laid, Troops 
Being Left at All Im- 
portant Points. 


Shanghai, April 19.—Authentic advices 
from Seoul, dated the I2th Instant, de- 
fare that the Japanese are in complete 
contro] of Korea, and that the Russian 
scouting parties have retired across the 
Yalu before the Japanese, who occupied 
Wiji practically without resistance. 

The Japanese army is divided into two 
forces, one for expeditionary purposes, 
and the other for occupation. The form- 
er. numbering 45,000, is advancing to the 
Yalu, and the latter, consisting of 15,000 
reservists, is making far sighted commu- 
nication arrangements with the head- 
quarters at Seoul, where there is a gar- 
rison of four thousand. 

The headquarters of the transport ser- 
vice is at Chemulpo,. Railroad building 
and road grading is progressing rapidly. 
The fortification of Bojedo island, at the 
mouth of Masampo harbor, which pro- 
tectg the southern terminus of overland 
communication, also guards the passage 
to Viadivosiok and Port Arthur through 
Broughton strait.

ODD KOREAN HABITS. 


-— 


Tear Baskets and Heart Cloths and 
Their Uses. 


(From The New York Post.) 

There is a great deal of poetry about 
all Koreans. This does not make the 
visitors in their country love them less, 

“Why do you shake your Husband's 
gown so ferociously every morning?’ the 
writer sald to a hostess in Seoul. “Are 
you afraid a epider may be weaving in 
it?’ 

“Oh, no, moonface,’’ was the reply. “He 
must be in Japan now—so far it is—and 
his spirit comes every night to this gown. 
So tired must he be in the morning to 
go back so far into his body again.” 

And she wept coplously, dropping each 
tear very carefully inta a meta] lined 
little basket hung from her waist. If her 
ausbahd had died on his journey the bas- 
Ket would have been nearly full by this 
time; every one who has any regard for 
her would have added a drop or two, and 
her mourning would have been ag intri- 
cate a performance as a case in interna- 
tiona] law. Even as it was the tear bas- 
Ket was steeped in incense and many 
heartbreaking songs and proverbs wailed 
Over it. Weep flowers—that is, any sort 
of bloom that withers soon—may be press- 
ed and strung around the basket. The 
wing of a wounded bird may decorate one 
side; a motherless child may imprint a 
kiss upon it for the good of the spirit. 

“Do men ever wear the tear basket for 
women?’ I once inquired. 

“Oh, moonface, you are curious so 
much,"" was the reply. ‘‘Women never go 
away from men in Kowli.’’ 

“But they die.’ 

“Yes, and then verra often the 
men wear the tear basket in 
mourning.” 

There is much secret mourning in Korea 
and it is like the Irishman’s secret— 
everybody knows it and respects it. A 
woman who has loved the wrong man 
may wear secret mourning ciothesa for 
him and don the tear basket filled with 
tears: of persons who have not deigned 
to speak to her in the lifetime of the 
loved one. At certain hours she may wail 
round his gave and leave the best of 
everything to eat on his tomb for his 
hungry spirit. The worldly mate of the 
departed looks on, and often it seems she 
is flattered by the performance. A slave 
may mourn secretly for the queen. and 
anybody who wants to may sympathize 
without hurt for a beheaded criminal. 

Next to the tear basket the heart cloth 
is the quaintest symbol of Kowli emo- 
tions. One is never permitted to know of 
this precious ornament unless it is worn 
for his or her sake. In old Korea it was 
placed over the heart of the beloved be- 
fore being worn in any other breast. One 
heart cloth often does for a whole fam- 
ly, ocing worn by different members in 
turn. Characters representing poetic savy- 
ings are appliqued upon it, such Cen: : 

“Without thee I dwell with the spirit 
of the withered tree.”’ 

““My heart beats only to thine” 

*“‘Ahu—peace.”’ 

“The sun will come again.” 

In some parts of the ountry, heart 
cloths are placed over the body of the 
dying and then given to the shanggoo, 
head male mourner, and the joofoo, lead- 
ing female mourner. 

Masampho is a quaint and 
town, nearly as much so as Fusan, from 
which it is not far removed. One of 
the sights of Masampho is her shopping 
Cistrict, which consists. of innumerable 
mats spread out on the ground, upon 
which are exhibited the wares of their 
owners, Who squat beside them. 

But the chief joys of Masampho are 
her delicously strange little women—the 
never-to-be-forgotten ‘Masamphonese, 
wild-eyed, glossy haired dumplings, with 
cherry lines for mouths, who waddle 
around and about, quacking in fascinat- 
ing tones.

I[t was 
pointed out that, in -the event of war 
with a foreign nation, it might be neces- 
sary in defense of the nation, for officers 
of the United States to have charge of 
these stations, as a means of assurance 
to the government that no communica- 
tion was established with vessels of an 
enemy's fleet and that the system was 
not employed to the detriment of United 
States interests, 

Thus far wireless. telegraphy 
figured in international affairs, 
conventions covering lise 
considered, It is believed that. sanrer or 
later, the subject will be taken by 
diplomats with a view to reaching an in- 
ternational agreement upon it. What 
that agreement wil! be cannot he fore- 
casted, of course, but meantime, jt is the 
opinion of officials of this government 
that measures should be adopted that 
will protect the government aguinst such 
employment of the wireless system 
might be inimical to the nation.

BAXTER CASE 
IS DISMISSED 


Judge Newman Rules Court 
Has No Jurisdiction 
in Suit. 


Judge William T. Newman, tn the 
United States court, yesterday signed an 


order dismissing the bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings in the case of A. B. Baxter & 
Co., the defunct brokerage concern, and 
discharging the federal court receiver, A. 
V. Curran. 

This was done on application of the de- 
fendant company on the ground that the 
United States court for the northern dis- 
trict of 


Georgia is without jurisdiction 
("nder the ruling of Judge 
Newman, it is held that if the company 
is subject to suit in ‘bankruptcy, only the 
federal court of New York has jurisdic. 
tion in the the main office of the 
coneern being located in that place. 

A hearing on the application was haa 
before Judge Newman yesterday and tes- 
timony was introduced to prove that the 
principal office is located In New York. 
This was the only evidence presented. 

After the institution of bankruptcy pro- 
in the federal court in Atlanta 
and the appointment of a receiver, a pe- 
tition in bankruptcy was filed in the New 
York federal court and is now pending 
in that tribunal. The New York court 
appointed a master to investigate the 
question of whether the Baxter company, 
in the terms of the bankruptcy act, Is a 
trader, the company denving that it 1s 
such. Unless the company is shown to 
be a trader, it cannot be involved in 
bankruptcy. This investigation ts now 
being made. 

A petition for a receiver for the Baxter 
company is also pending in the Fulton 
superior court and ts set for hearing be- 
fore Judge J. H. Lumpkin on Saturday. 
It understood that practically all 
claims of creditors have been bought tn 
and settled %y a Mr. Smathers, of New 
York. Attorneys Rosser & Brandon repre- 
sent the company here and Attornevsa 
Burton Smith and Lumpkin & Boykin 
the petitioning creditors. ’

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YALE PROFESSOR 
ROASTS: SWAYNE 
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Professor Wurts Testifies Apainst 
Florida Judge 


Declares Before Subcommittee of the 
House Investigating Committee 
That Swayne Had Private 
Cars Furnished Him 
Free of Cost. 


Washington, April 1%—John Wurts, a 
professer in the law school of Yale uni- 
versity, gave testinuony today against 
Judge Charles Swayne before the sub- 
committee of the house committee. Judge 
Swayne was present and will cross-ex- 
amine Prefessor Wurts tomorrow. 

As to Judge Swayne’s reputation in 
Jacksonville, ProfeSsor Wurts said; 

“Judge Swayne’s reputation in Jackson- 
ville was that of a judge who was open 
to influence and whose decisions were 
governed by ether consideration than the 
law and the evidence.” 

The witness testified that Judge Swayne 
had a private car of the Jacksnville, 
Tampa and Key West railnoad at 
disposal for something 
during the receivership of Mason Young, 
who was appolnted by Judge Swagne. 
During the summer months, from May to 
December, he said Judge Swayne would 
come te Jacksonville from his northern 
home only on “dull” days. On those 
trips, which took place about once a 
month, the witness said, the Judge would 
use thig private car. 

According to Professor Wurts the Flori- 
da Central and Peninsular railroad furn- 
ished Judge Swayne a private car for 
himself and party to go to the Pacific 
slope. This trip caused much scandalous 
talk in Jacksonville and the witness said 
on his return Judge Swayne told him the 
only expense the trip had been to him 
was the provisioning of the car. 

The appointment of John King, a young 
man without legal knowledge or train- 
ing, as master in chancery in a pending 
sult involving the Florida Southern rail- 
way wag another of the accusations 
brought forward by Professor Wurts 
against Judge Swayne. 

King, he said, was reputed to be a rela- 
tive of the judge. He received a salary 
of $125 a month for twenty-five months 
under this appointment and finally a fee 
of $13,500 for closing up the business and 
selling the road. This was declared to 
be an exorbitant fee.

Prominent Business Man
